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You won’t hear the name “Mutt!”

To those who went to Phillips in 
the last three decades Mutt rather 
ranked up with the Senior Fence 
as one of the school traditions;

retirement. 

The general public knew little of 
Mutt beyond seeing him stealing 
silently and unobtrusively around 
the gym during the various func- 
tions there. But the boys all knew 
him, and the teachers all knew 
him—and when you know him, you 
like him—a lot. 

Mutt ‘Darling’s real name is Al- 
bert, ‘but he was so small and so 
very much like Jeff that the stu- 
dents couldn’t help ‘but call him 
“Mutt.” Yet his stature meant noth- 
ing, as anybody who ever tried to 
get away with anything around the 
gym soon found out. He guarded 
that place every inch of it as if it 
were his own; if putting the 
greater part of your time and the 
greater part of your effort to a 
place gives you any right of owner- 
ship, that gym ibelonged to Mutt.

Mutt was a swimming special- 
ist. Andover boys have made marks 
in swimming, some of them inter- 
scholastic records, and most of 
them will tell you that Mutt’s in- 
struction was invaluable.

Help win the battle of production to keep free peoples free. 


WHY 

We must help win the Battle of 
Production, because on this battle 
rests the future of the world. As 
Americans, born to freedom, we 
have an interest in preserving that 
freedom. Both our way of life and 
the future of our children are at 
stake. Hitlerism must be defeated. 

1—Under Hitler the freedom en- 
joyed by the women of our democ- 
racy does not exist. Woman’s 
place is in the home or the muni- 
tions factory. Family life is sub- 
ordinated to the State. TIllegiti- 
macy is encouraged, in order to 
produce recruits for Nazi armies. 
Children must go to Nazi schools, 
where they are turned into fanatic 
Nazis. Parents are helpless. Pro- 
test is useless and dangerous. 

2—Under Hitler all religion ex- 
cept Nazism is repressed. Protest- 
ants, Catholics, and Jews, all are 
persecuted. In 1939 the Nazis closed 
over 700 Catholic monasteries and 
convents. Thousands of pastors, 
priests, and monks have been ar- 
rested and put in jail since Hitler 
came to power. In 1985 he said: 
“We are... against Christianity 
itself.” Robert Ley, the Nazi Min- 
ister of Labor, says: “The teach- 
ing of Adolf Hitler—therein is to 
be found the Gospel of the German 
people.” 

38—Under Hitler, labor and em- 
ployer alike have lost their inde- 
pendence. Trade unions have been 
abolished. Jobs can be changed 
only with the permission of the 
Nazi government. Manufacturers 
make only what the State com- 
mands and take only such profit 
as the State allows. 

4—Under Hitler, law as we know 
it no longer exists. Hitler has said: 
“Equality before the law will be 
conceded to all who assist the na- 
tional cause and do not refuse to 
support the government.” Nazi 
justice means justice only for the 
Nazi.

5—Under Hitler, Germans are 
taught that they are a “master 
race” and that all other peoples 
are inferior to them. “Subject, 
alien races,” Hitler says, are to be 
treated as slaves. 


6—Hitler’s ambition is world 
domination through force. The la- 
test evidence of this is his attack 
on his former ally, Russia. A Hit- 
ler victory would mean that the 
world, including our own country, 
would be an armed camp, devoting 
a large part of its national wealth 
to armament, and with not even 
the distant hope of peace to light- 
en the darkness. 


HOW 


This is a war of machines. To win 
the Battle of Production means 
that we must produce enough air- 
planes, guns, tanks, ammunition, 
ships, to STOP HITLER, and: pro- 
duce them NOW.

KELLOGG BOYNTON 

With the passing of Kellogg 
Boynton, Andover loses a distin- 
guished citizen whose place can 
never be filled. His many kind- 
nesses and his sympathetic under- 
standing will always be remem- 
bered by those who knew him. 

He was born in Keeseville, N. Y., 
and was educated at the _ local 
schools as well as Vermont and 
Exeter academies.

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A One-Purpose Program 

Isn’t this the time for the school 
committee to be considering a lit- 
tle. reorganization within its physi- 
cal education department? 

Physical education is a compara- 
tively new program in the local 
schools, as a program, but in one 
form or another we've had physical 
education for years. As far as any 
organized activity went, it was 
mostly in the form of teams, base- 
ball or football, with little else but 
disorganized and unsupervised cal- 
isthenics as part of the classroom 
training. 


Today we do have a definite pro- 
gram, with a supervisor having 
charge. And yet he doesn’t have 
full oversight over the entire pro- 
gram, for the baseball and football 
teams are entirely out of his 
sphere. The boys who play on 
these teams are substituting this 
activity for the physical education 
that some of the other boys are 
taking part in; baseball and foot- 
ball should be an integral part of 
the larger program. 


We have a new coach coming on 
for football, and there is a danger 
always in such situations that 
overemphasis might creep in. The 
competitive sports should be kept 
in their proper place in relation to 
the rest of the program, and this 
can best be done by having it all 
under one central authority. 

At Phillips Academy the system 
has been run that way for years, 
quite satisfactorily, without con- 
flict between the officials and 
coaches. They should both be ina 
better position to help each other 
out, with the director realizing the 
value of giving the younger boys 
some preliminary training in the 
various competitive games and the 
coach realizing the desirability of 
co-ordinating his work with the 
larger program. 


Gasoline Lesson 

Maybe something worthwhile 
can result from Harold Ickes’ ig- 
noble experiment of closing down 
the gas stations at 7 p. m. Maybe 
here in Andover the experience has 
taught a lesson that it might be 
worth remembering. 

Mr. Ickes had the idea that if 
gasoline stations up in these parts 


weren’t open so long the people 
would buy less gasoline. What 
actually happened of course was 
what practically everybody but Mr. 
Ickes anticipated. The people 
bought just as much, and the gaso- 
line stations did the same amount 
of business in less time than they 
used to when they had long hours. 


Now isn’t there a lesson in that 
little experience? Columbus day 
last year was a Saturday; Patriots’ 
day this year was a Saturday, too. 
Other years holidays have fallen 
on days that made it a bit incon- 
venient for local merchants. What 
happened was that there was a lot 
of bickering, some wanting to close 
and some fearing they might lose 
a little business if they did. But 
what Mr. Ickes has proved conclu- 
sively is that if all merchants close 
for a holiday, or close for a Wed- 
nesday afternoon, or close on a Cer- 
tain evening in the week, they’ll do 
just as much business in the short- 
er hours. People will want to buy 
just as much, but they’ll change 
their buying habits to suit the new 
hours. That’s not what Mr. Ickes 
wanted to prove, but prove it he 
did, and merchants everywhere 


can profit by his unwitting lesson. 


Taxes vs. Bombs 


Did you whistle when you heard 
about that new tax bill? A lot of 
people did, but it helps a little to 
realize that it’s much better to 
hear that kind of a whistle than 
the whistle of a bomb. And when 
you think of how you’ll have to 
dig down into your pocket to pay 
that defense tax bill, why not just 
think how lucky you are not to be 
digging down into the ruins of a 
bombed building to recover the 
mangled remains of your loved 
ones. 


Yes, we’re lucky, mighty lucky. 
But we mustn’t depend on luck 
alone. A God-given ocean has 
saved us so far from ‘the destruc- 
tion and horror that has been visit- 
ed upon Europe, and it’s only been 
that ocean, nothing else, that has 
saved us. 

Over in Germany they’ve been 
tightening up their belts. for years, 
and in Russia they pulled them 
up a few notches, too. The result 
has been that in Germany they
